Though the "battalion of death" In the late legis­ 
lature succeeded in killing most of Governor W eav­ 
er's program for an overhauling and trim m ing down 
of the code sy stem, way s and 
means 
may still be 
found for accomplishing some additional progress in 
th a t direction. 
W hat Mr. Weaver has already done 
toward reducing the cost of governm ent by the con­ 
solidation process, on his own initiative and w ith ­ 
out waiting for specific legislation, m ay be taken as 
an indication of his purpose to go to the limit of his 
gubernatorial authority in pruning out dead timber. 
One of the salutary measures which the governor 
asked to have enacted into law’ 
was the placing of 
motor vehicle license regulation back in the hands 
of the secretary of state, where it was originally and 
where it properly belongs 
There is just as m uch 
reason for doing this as for abolishing the gasoline 
tax bureau under the code and having 
the 
state 
treasurer collect the money . 
The legislature. In its 
wisdom—or otherwise -saw fit to sanction one of 
these changes, which has just been put into effect, 
but not the other. 


Suppose, however, th a t Governor Weaver should 
decide to appoint Secretary of State M arsh as head 
of the auto registration bureau in the public works 
i departm ent, upon an agreem ent that the secretary 
of state should take charge of it and supervise the 
work without additional salary . 
T here seems to be 
nothing in the law which would prevent this being 
done. 


If the governor should request Attorney General 
Sorensen to act as chief of the blue sky bureau, now 
being administered temporarily under the insurance 
bureau, and the attorney general should agree to do 
so. functioning as an appointee of the governor, what 
; is there to hinder such an arrangem ent being m ad''? 
No doubt, if these steps and some others should be 
.taken and the adm inistrative routine become set- 
; tied In its new channels, the nex t legislature will ap- 
j prove them, as the late unlam ented one did the con­ 
solidations made by Governor Weaver immediately 
| upon coming into office. 


Even Perry Reed and his train-w recking crew in 
the state senate did not have the hardihood to go 
against the "fait accompli" of the old code finance 
departm ent being junked and its work transferred 
|to the tax commissioner’s office,.nor the merging of 
j the welfare and labor departm ents under one head, 
'T h ey would never have consented to either of these 
things in advance; but, after Governor Weaver had 
taken things in hand and made the changes, th e 
code brigade had to let them stand. 


It is to be hoped th a t the state of Nebraska and 
its tax pay ers may be given further relief from the 
indefensible ex travagances of the code sy stem, w ith ­ 
out waiting upon doubtful action by the nex t legis­ 
lature. 
Governor Weaver has done very well all by 
himself thus far. and It may be ex pected th a t he 
will go as far along th a t road as 
the 
present law 
permits.

Power company , at least, its m ajor earnings have not 
come from the sale of newsprint but from the sale 
of power T here is where the irreconcilable conflict of 
public and private interests arises.

interfere with news and editorial policies, th e pri­ 
vate interest, opposed to the public, remains.

THE BATES APPOINTMENT. 


Appointment of Sanford Bates of Boston as head 
of the federal prisons m arks a sweeping change in 
policy in the adm inistration of these Institutions 
Bates was nam ed by Mrs Mabel Willebrandt, of the 
federal departm ent of Justice, who in this connection 
said it was her aim to make the federal prisons “m a ­ 
jor scientific branches of governm ent.” 
This is a 
high-toned method of th a t she hopes to Introduce 
reforms which will assist in the regeneraton of pris­ 
oners confined behind the walls. 
For y ears Bates was head of th e M assachusetts 
and as such pioneered in the 
movement to replace 
the old ideas of punishm ent with the most advanced 
views of penology . 
He say s he hopes to create an 
atm osphere in the federal 
prisons -which 
will e n­ 
courage habits of obedience to law, and of industry 
to enable the prisoners to live honestly after their re ­ 
lease. 
W hether the federal prisons were harshly adm inis­ 
tered has never been definitely disclosed. 
They have 
been the source of much complaint and criticism and 
annoy ance, with frequent changes in wardens. 
No 
one believes in brutality toward those who are un­ 
fortunate enough to land in prison but there Is a 
widespread sentim ent th at America has been alto­ 
gether too easy -going in the handling of prisoners. 
The fervor which has been attached to prison reform 
has too frequently defeated its purposes. 
Perhaps 
there is a 
broad 
field to 
occupy 
Mr. 
Bates’ attention. 
T he federal governm ent has had a 
reputation for keeping m en behind the walls who d e ­ 
served to be there and it would be unfortunate if 
Mrs. W lliebrandt and Mr. Bates, in their zeal to aid 
lawless members of society to live different lives, 
should turn loose scores of men whose regeneration 
had not been accomplished. 


A newspaper should be free from such entangling 
alliances. 
It cannot fulfill its complete mission in any com ­ 
munity if any circumstance of ownership is per­ 
mitted to tarnish its standing in the community . 
It 
must have the full confidence and trust of its con­ 
stituency in the purity of its motives, in the honesty 
of its purposes, in its fidelity and constancy to the 
ideals of honest, incorruptible government, and*tn de­ 
votion to the welfare of the masses, who are unable 
to defend themselves against organized greed aTTd 
avarice. 
T hat trite statem ent th a t a free press is the bul­ 
wark of good government and of 
hum an 
freedom 
cannot e repeated too 
often. 
It Ls the 
newspaper 
which must battle against corruption in public office, 
and against illegal ex ploitation of the masses. 
It is 
the newspaper which must be alert, aggressive, mili­ 
ta nt to cham pion the cause of those who have no one 
to speak for them, no money to defend themselves, no 
friend in high position to take up the cudgel in their 
behalf 
And how well have the newspapers per­ 
formed this responsibility ? 
The oil scandals, repre­ 
senting the blackest smudge in 
American political 
history , stand as a m onum ent to the untiring devo­ 
tion of an 
incorruptible 
journalism. 
Doheny , Fall 
and Sinclair w’ould have gotten away with the tr a n­ 
saction which the 
supreme 
court of 
the 
United 
States said was fraudulent and corrupt had it not 
been th at the 
newspapers 
refused 
to 
accept 
the 
whispers which flew around W ashington w ith t,he 
same degree of complacency which certain high of­ 
ficials apparently did. 
We need a ire« press today .
